Sir, the great Caufe of Debate a- 
amongtt us the laft Seffion is now at an 


end: We are now engag’d in an open C Country, the 


and declar'd War againft a haughty, 
infulting Enemy, whom neither Ju- 
ftice, nor Humanity, the Law of Na- 
tions, nor the facred Ties of Treaties 
cou’d reftrain from committing unheard 


recourfe to Arms, the fame Zeal and 
unwearied Pains which had been be- 
fore employ’d for eftablithing Peace 
and publick Tranquillity, have been 
exerted in Military Preparations, and 
Armaments by Sea and Land, in order 


to annoy our Enemy in the moft fen- . 


fible Part: And all Degu/ia muft be 
now convine’d, not only of the Juftice 
of our Caufe, but they will judge from 
our Conduét that we have enter’d in- 
to. the War with Temper, and are 
carrying it on with the Spirit and Re- 
folution of a brave and provok’d Na- 
tion. And ’tis with Pleafure, Sir, that 
every true Lil/iputian muft now behold 
the Naval Strength and Power of his 

Lilliputian Fleet fent 
forth to avenge our Wrongs, {preading 
Terror round the Coafts of our Ene- 
my, and affuming the Sovereignty of 
the Sea without a Rival. On the o- 
ther hand, were we to view the Situ- 


of Violence and Cruelties upon our Fel- p ation of our Enemy, he who fo lately 


low-Subjeéts, and even daring to in- 
fult the Impérial Flag of this Nation. 

During thefe Provocations we were 
not infenfible of his Majefty’s Zeal and 
Impatience to engage in the glorious 
Caufe of vindicating the Honour of the 
Liiliputian Crown, and afferting the 
Rights of his injur’d Subjects ; but, like 
a common Father, and Preferver of 
his People, tender of their Lives and 
Welfare, and gracioufly regarding the 
Advice of his Senate, he was plea- 
fed to interpofe his Royal Endeavours 
with the King of Iberia, in order to 
obtair, without the Effufion of Blood, 
or Calamities of War (which is the laft 
of all Xemedies when other Tryals fail 
of Succe{s) that Juitice and Satisfaction, 
which nothing but the amazing Perfidy 


and Bafenefs of the Jberian Nation: 


eou’d have refus’d. 

And give me leave, Sir, to fay, that 
in this was fthewn true Fortitude and 
Greatnels of Mind ; for ’tis Ambition, 
tis Wantonnefs, and military Folly that 
delights in Conqueits and Laurels ; true 


ufurp'd a Power over our Ships at Sea, 
prefcribed a Courfe to our Navigation, 
and vainly laid Claim to part of his 
Majefty’s Dominions at Land, to what 
is his Pride reduc’d ? not daring to 
venture out his Fleet at Sea, he cree ps 
for Safety within his Ports, whilf 
the Lilliputian. Gannon is roaring for 
Vengeance upon his Coafts. 

In this Situation we cannot but ex- 
prefs our Satisfaétion in his Majefty’s 
Wifdom and Conduét, and in the Vi- 
gour and Steadinefs of his Refolutions ; 
nor can we, without Ingratitude, for- 
get his Royal Clemency and Modera- 
tion in time of Peace, and the tender 
and affeétionate Concern which he has 
fhewn for his People; Virtues which 
will always endear a Prince to his Sub- 
jeats, and make him no lefs amiable in 
Peace than formidable in time of War. 

And if ever there was a Time which 
call'd for the warmeft Expreffions of 
Duty and Affection to the Throne, 
this furely is the Time; whilft we are 
engag’d in a War abroad, and re- 


Valour knows no other Aim than the Hproach’d, even by our Enemies, for 
Peace and Happinefs of Society: But 
when fuch Meaiures. did not fucceed, 
when it was found neceflary to have 





our Divilions and Animofities at home. 
Who is there. Sir, that can read the 
King of Jderia’s Manifefto without the 
ut- 
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utmott Concern and Indignation? Lil-, Ais Crown, in afferting the Rights of his 
liput troubled with inteftine Divifions!- People, and in procuring Juflice to an 
here is the Source and Spring of our" injue’d and provoked Nation.

As I have the Ho- 
nour, Sir,’to be a Reprefentative in 
this Houfe for the moft populous City,

the World, it is my Duty to declare,

" garried on with that Vigour and Suc- 


cefs that might have been expetted : 
I fhall take the Liberty, Sir, to point 
out a few Inftances wherein it appears 
to the trading Part of that City, that 
there has not been the beft Manage- 
ment, 

To the Trade of this Empire all 
Adminiftrations ought to have the 
principal Regard; and every Step, 
every Meafure they take ought to be 
with a View of protecting or improving B 
it. But how does it appear, that the 
Security and Encouragement of Trade 
has been, in the Courfe of this War, 
attended to? Inftead of building {mall 
twenty Gun Ships, the only Ships that 
can moft effe&tually curb the Iberian c 
Privateers, we have equip’d fcarce any 
other than great, pompous Ships of 
70, 80, or too Guns, which, though, 
for ought I know, they may be very 
ferviceable in an Engagement, I ap- 
prehend, are almoft uielefs for the Pur- 
pofe I have mention’d. It is, Sir, 
from their Privateers only that we have 
any thing to dread; the Jberian Fleet 
is not at prefent, nor can be for fome 
time, in any Condition to face ours ; 
therefore the principal View, Sir, of 
thofe who have hitherto had the Di- E 
rection of this War, ought to have been 
the Protection of our Merchant Ships 
from Privateers, by a fufficient Num- 
ber of Twenty-Gun Ships. If the 
Government, Sir, had wanted fuch 
Ships, they might have bought as ¢ 
many as they wanted ready built ; 
and, in my Opinion, Sir, the public 
Money would have been laid out to 
much greater Advantage than we have 
feen it. 

There is another Point, Sir, in 
which I think there.has been a confi- 
derable Defeét in our Management of 
the prefent War; and that is with re« 
gard to the fmall Number of Ships 
fent to the Weffern Idnigs. It is 
there, Sir, as my hon. Friend upon 
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was indeed ‘fent out, and it is gene- 
rally thought he is gone tothe Weffern 
Tdnies, but we have not yet heard that 
the Fleet he has with him has been able 
to do any thing ; and indeed we have 
no great Reafon to expect that he will 
do much, as he carried out no Land 
Forces with him, nor any Stores that 
are commonly ufed in attacking or de- 
molifhing Forts, which is the Bufinefs 
that muft be firit done in thofe Parts. 

Another thing which the Merchants 
have very much at Heart, is the ftati- 
oning his Majefty’s Ships in proper 
Places for protecting our own Trade, 
and annoying that of our Enemy. 
They obferve that our Trade has fuf- 
fered very much for want of Ships fta- 
tioned at proper Places ; and that ex- 
cept by the Capture of two Karacoa 
Ships, the Jberians have fuffered very 
little. 

From thefe Confiderations I am a- 
fraid, Sir, it will appear that upon bal- 
lancing the Accounts betwixt us and /- 
beria fince this War has commenced, 
the Difadvantage is on our Side. There 
was, indeed, one Opportunity, wlrich 
if we had been vigilant and active in 
the Ufe of it, might have gone far to- 
wards repairing our Loffes ; and that 
was the intercepting the A flogue Ships = 
But that, like many other Meafures, 
has, it feems, proved unfuccefsful. 
Perhaps, Sir, before we boaft too much 
of the Vigour and Succefs with which 
the War has been carried on, it may be 
expedient to enquire by what Means 
thefe Ships efcap’d, efpecially as it 
was known that they were on their 
Voyage, and as the Courfe which 
they actually held, was that in which 
our Admirals and Captains might moft 
reafonably have expected to have met 
them. 

As to what the hon. Gentleman 
faid, with regard to our Divifions, 
really, Sir, 1 am of Opinion, that 
whatever Divifions are among us, muft 


the Floor well obferv’d, that we can H be charged upon the Minitiry, who, 


only hope to diftrefs the Enemy, and 
it was there alone that the whole, or 
the greateft Part of our Force, ought 
to haye been employed. An Admiral 


whether they have raiied them or not, 
may now eafily extinguifh them by fuch 
a vigorous Profecution of this War, as 
aay convince the Nation that they are 
Mm in 
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in earneft. At lealt I can venture to 
anfwer for the great Poly of whichI 
haye the Honour to be one of the Re- 
prefentatives, that they will think no 
Expences they fhall contribute, too 
larze, they will think no Teftimonies 
of their Duty and Zeal for the Admi- 
niftration too ftrong, if this War is 
profecuted with as much Vigour as it 
has been undertaken with Jultice.

SIR, 


Did not think that I fhould have 

{fpoken upon this Occafion, but as 
fome Things have fallen from the hon. 
Gentleman who {poke lat which it is 
my Duty to anfwer, I fhall give the 
Hoafe what Satisfaction I can with re- 
gard to the Management of the pre- 
fent War. 

As to our being greater Sulferers by 
Captures than the /berians have been, 
that, Sir, I believe is very true, and 
there is fafficient, perhaps invincible 
Reafon for it, which is that we have 
a great deal more to lole than they. 
The Sea is cover’d with our Ships, 
and the Extent of our Trade gives the 
Iberians the Advantages of very fre- 
quent Captures. They have but very 
litthe Foreign Commerce in Degu/ia, 
and the little they have is carried on in 
other Bottoms than thofe belonging to 
themfelves ; fo that that the I lag of 
other Nations proteéts their Property. 

As to their Co/umbian Commerce, 
but a few Ships are employed in 
it, and the great Diftance of the 
Voyage, with the Widenefs of the 
Navigation, renders the intercepting 
them very uncertain. ‘The hon. Gen- 
itleman mentioned the Courfe of the 
Affegue Ships. 
neceflary, Lcould eafily convince every 
Gentleman here, that it was not owing 
to any Detect cither of Zeal or Pra- 
dence in the Adminiftratien, nor to 
any Negligence of the Admirals who 
lay on thote Coalts, that they were not 
taken, but meerly to an Accident of 


their having met with an Advice-Boat , 
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fent from their Court, which, it was 
fifty Chances to one they would not 
have met with, and which made them 
alter their Courfe. ‘lhe hon. Gentle- 
man infinuated that we had nota fufli- 
cient Number of “hips employ’d to 
protect our own, and to annoy the E- 
nemy’s l'rade intheWeflern Idnies. I 
don’t, know, Sir, what Gentlemen 
mean by a fufficient Number, but to 
the beft of my Remembrance, we 
have at, prefent four and thirty Ships, 
great and (mall, employ’d in ‘hat Ser- 
vice. I believe, Sir, if Gentlemen 
will be pleafed to refleét, they will 
find that we have feldom or never had 
fo great a Number in thofe Seas, and 
that inthe prefent State of our Navy, 
we cannot {pire a greater Number

This very Method 
is now puriued, fome have been al- 
ready purchafed, and fevera] Contraéts

The Queftion was hereupon put, and a 
greed to without any Divifion. 


On the fixth Day of the Sefion, after 
the Bufinefs of the Day was thought 
to be over, avery confiderable Affair 
was brought on, which gave Rife to 
feveral important Speeches, of vhich 
we foall here give an Account.

Honour to be the Author of a Mo- 
tion, which, if agreed to, as doubt- 
lefs it will, muft retrieve the Glory of 
this Nation from all the Infamy and 
Difgrace with which a long ‘T’rain of 


weak unfuccefsful Negotiations, incon- iy 


fiftent Treaties, and ridiculous Expe- 
ditions, have clouded it. In one 
Word, Sir, it is a Motion that muft 
have that Effeét, becaufe it wi put it 
out of the Power of thofe who have 
been the Authors of fomuch Dithonour 
and Diigrace to this Empire, any 
longer to make fo bad a Ule of their 
Influence, Bat, Sir, as the Motion is of 
an unufual Nature, I think it my Da- 
ty to make the Necellity and lixpedi- 
ency of it as clear tothe Houle as it is 
poilible, 

I believe, Sir, there is fcarce any 
body at prefent fo little acquainted 


how to make Peace. If they had, ’tis 
impoflible that the Terms and Limits 
of the Lilliputian ‘\ rade fhould have 
remained undetermined ; at leaft, that 
Branch of the W/t-IdnianT rade, which 
fupports and feeds al! the others. But 
for want of Knowledge in the true In- 
tereft of their Country, the firfi Step 
to Mini erial Reputation, we have 
been negotiated into an unneceflary but 
expenfive War. 

Where there is a vifibie Advantage 


C in protraéting a Peace, or delaying a 


War, which 1s often the Cafe, an Ad- 
miniftration; Sir, would be blameable, 
if, from an ill-tim’d Precipitancy, they 
fhould hazard that by a doubtful War, 
which they have a moral Affurance of 
obtaining by an honourabe Peace. This, 
Sir, is the Sum of all that can be ad- 
vanced for our late pacific, I may fay, 
pufillanimous Difpofitions. But, Sir, a 
very fhort Review of the Affairs of this 
Empire will be fuflicient to convince 
Gentlemen, that, by delaying the De- 
mands of Satisfa€lion, we increafed 


, the Difficulty of obtaining it. 


f am very unwilling, Sir, to trou- 
ble the Houfe with any thing that has 
been {aid before on this Subject, and 
therefore fhall avoid it as much as pof- 
fible. Butas the Nature of the Mo- 
tion, I have in my Hand, reguires fome 
fhort Review of the Hiflory of our 
Differences with Jberia; as fuch a Re- 
view may, perhaps, conduce to the In- 
formation of thofe who may be in- 
trufted with the Conduct of future Ne- 
gotiations, and as I have not the Ho- 


G nour to be entitled to deliver my Sen- 


timents on this Head in another Place, 
I hope to meet with the Indulgence of 

the Houfle. 
The great Point, Sir, that from the 
Beginning of our Differences with 
, Feria (which, I think, may be traced 
* back: as far as the fifth Moon of this late 
Majefty’s Reign) was infifted upon by 
the Lil/iputian Nation, was, * an ab- 
folute 
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folute Renunciation, on the Part of 
that Crown, of all Claim to ftop or 
fearch the Ships of this Empire on the 
high Seas.” ‘The Jultice and Necefli- 


— if the Jberians had no Right on 
any account to fearch our Ships in thofe 
Seas, why did we not, at that time, 
oblige them to renounce that Claim? 


ty of our obtaining fuch a Renuncia- 4 And it was inferred, That our not doing 


tion, was fo fully laid down by my ho- 
nourable Friend, over the way, two 
Seffions ago, that J fhall fay nothing 
on that Head, becaufe I can fay no- 
thing that he did not fay much better 
before. All I would obferve is, that 
this great Point feems to have been 
either entirely unknown, or wilfully 
neglected, by thofe wha have trant{- 
aéted our Affairs with that Crown. 
The Claim, Sir, of fearching our Ships, 
under Pretence of their carrying on an 
illicit Trade with the /berian Settle- 
ments, has been but very lately avow- 
ed by that Court. But the Practice 
is of fo long ftanding as Chor/ II. 
"The Jéerians, however, in that Prince’s 
Time, paid very dear for thofe few 
Inftances of Injuftice and Oppreffion 


it then, or fince, was a Proof that we 
looked upon it as juftly founded.—Sir, 
T will not pretend to apologize for e- 
very Meafure of that Reign ; but I be- 
lieve it will be found, that there were 
many Reafons, and thofe ftrong ones 
too, which might prevail with our 
Court, at that time, not to infift on 
fuch a Renunciation. In the firft 
Place, Sir, till the 18th Year of Chorlo 
II. there was one continued Struggle 
betwixt our Court and that of Jheria, 
for opening the /éerian Ports in Colum- 
bia to a free Trade with this Empire. 
I cannot, Sir, bring a ftronger Proof 
ef this than by an Extract which I 
have in my Hand from the Inftruétions 
delivered by our Court to the Hurgo- 
len Ricardo Fafonaw, {ent from hence 


then committed ; but which our long D to negotiate a Treaty of Commerce 


Fotbearance under them fince feems to 
have 'given them almoft a Title to the 
Praétice of, In the Minority of one 
of their Princes, the Interefts of Iberia 
were fo far mifunderftood by a violent 
bat weak Woman, who was then Re- 
gent, that fhe iffued out feveral Sche- 
dulas, authorizing the Iberian Subjects 
in Columbia to make Prizes of our 
Ships which fhould be found within 
fuch Diftances of their Settlements. 
But we foon found Means of making 
them repent this Step, for our Mer- 
chants made Reprifals at their own 


with Jberia. I fhall, Sir, take the 
Liberty to read to the Houfe Part of 
the ‘T'welfth, and Part of the Fifteenth 
Inftruétion. 

Part of the Twelfth Inftru@ion runs 


EF in the following Words: “ That it 


will likewife be neceflary, that our Sub- 
jets may difcern that our Engagement 
for that Crown will be attended with 
fome general Benefit and Advant»ge to 
Trade, in lieu of what they fhall be 
deprived of by fuch our Engagement ; 
and therefore you fhall require, that 
we may have a free Trade into the 


Charge; the Jberians concerned in thefe F Jdvies, at leaft for fuch a Number of 


Captures were treated as Pirates, and, 
without putting the Publick to the 
leaft Expence, that Crown was forced 
into a good Behaviour: ‘The Schedulas 
were recalled, and if I am not mifta- 
ken, fome of their Governors were pu- 
nifhed, and we carried on that Trade 
toa Degree, that, ina fhort time, made 
us as much the Subjeé&t of the Envy of 
Degulia as we are now of its Contempt. 

I have heard it asked, Sir, even 


Ships as fhall be agreed on; in confi- 
deration of which Liberty we will be 
obliged, at Seafons of the Year to be a- 
greed on, to deliver fuch a Number of 
Negroes at fet Prizes; and will like- 
wile be obliged, in our own Ships, to

‘Houfe (I don’t know if the fame Ob- 
jection was not made in another Place) 


there can never be a {trier Alliance 
between us and Jérrig than hath been 
ac- 
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&ccuftom’d to preferve the mutual Traf- 
fick and Commerce between the two 
Nations.” 

Part of the Fifteenth Article of that 
Gentleman’s Inftru@ions, Sir, runs thus: 
** With this and other Occafions, re- 
faming the Difcourfe of the Difadvan- 
tages under which they lie in their 
Commerce to the Weftern-Iduies by the 
Weaknefs of their Maritime Power, 
and the Neceflity incumbent on them 
to provide, betimes, for fome Securities 
towards that Navigation, left the want 
of them, in fome of thofe Accidents 
which now threaten the Monarchy of 
Iberia, fhould oblige thofe of the We/- 
tern-Idnies to open their Potts them- 
felves to all Nations: Whereas that 
Liberty being treated by confent with 


us, and indulged to us alone, (tho’ it C 


were but for a certain Number of Ships) 
their own Rules in that Government 
might remain entire ; and we fupport 
it with Advantage enough to ourfelves, 
in a State to preferve the whole Monar- 
chy upon its own Foundation; where- 
as without it, any of thofe Accidents 
happening, it muft in all Probability 
diffolve.” 

Thefe Authorities, Sir, I think are 
fufficient to prove, that our Court at 
that time did not think the Exclufion of 
all other Nations from a Right to trade 
with the /berian Settlements abfolute- 
ly neceflary to the Repofe of Degu- 
ka; a Doétrine, Sir, that of late has 
been very much infifted on, for what 
Purpofes ’tis no hard Matter to judge. 
But, Sir, the principal Ufe I intend to 
make of thefe Paffages is, to account for 
the Reafons why we did not infift on a 
Renunciation of their Right to fearch 
our Ships. Such a Renunciation, Sir, 
while we entertain’d any Hopes of our 
having a free Trade allowed us to 
their Settlements (which, ’tis plain, our 
Ambaflador was to have principally in 
view) muft have been unju/? and un- 
reafonable, becaufe contrary to the 
Right which every Sovereign has to 
prevent all illicit I'rade betwixt his 
own Subjeéts and thofe of a Foreign 
Power, when a Trade is free. For, 
give me leave to fay, Sir, shat no 
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Trade is fo free, at leaft none in Degu- 
lia that I know of, betwixt any two 
Powers, but that fome certain Commo- 
dities are f{pecifically excepted, both 
from Exportation and Importation.’ 


A This, Sir, neceflarily implies a mu- 


B 


tual Right to fearch. But as in the 
Cafe betwixt us and Jberia, thére can 
can be no Objet of Search, becaufe 
all Trade is prohibited; where there 
is no Objeét of Search, there can be no 
Right to ftop and moleft our Merchants 
under Pretence of Searching. 

From thefe Confiderations, Sir, I 
think it fufficiently appears, that while 
we were in hopes of obtaining a Liber- 
ty to trade with the Jberian Idnics, we 
could not infift on any fuch Renuncia- 
tion: But why was it not infifted on af- 
terwards, when this mutual Prohibition 
was ftipulated, as it was by the T'rea- 
ty of the 18th of Chord IT. and the 
Columbian Treaty? This, Sir, may be 
eafiy accounted for too. Our Court, 
which at that time was {till ftanding in 
need of Money, found it their Inte- 


D reft to wink at the /éerian Depreda-

tions, becaufe it gave us a Handle of 
making fuch Reprifals upon the Jde- 
rians, as this Crown found the Sweets 
of. For it appears, Sir, that our Court 
privately connived at our Governors a- 
broad, and fhared inthe Booty. The 
Governors, on the other hand, Sir, 
made fo good Ufe of that Connivance, 
that at one particular Junéture their 
Reprifals on the /derian Settlements a- 
role to fuch a Height as almoft to make 
it a national Quarrel betwixt us and 
Blefufiu. Befides, Sir, the Depreda- 
tions commitied by Jseria at that time 
were but petty ones, there were not a- 
bove halfa dozen [nftances in all, and 
the greateft of theirs not to be compa- 
red with the fmalleft of the many 
which our Merchants have proved at 
the Bar of this Houfe. 

Having faid thus much, Sir, I hall 
not trouble the Houfe witha particular 
Detai! of our Affairs with Iberia in 
Some- 
thing, however, it may not be amifs 
to obferve on that Head. In the Reign 
of the Emperors Facomo and Wimgul, 

we 
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we find few or no Inftances of the /- 
berians feizing our Ships in Time of 
Peace; and this laft Prince, Sir, had 
it always in View either to make us 
Matters of a large Part of the Iberian 


Dominions in Columbia, or to oblige A 


the Poffeffor, whoever he was, to allow 
us a free Trade with their Settlements. 
This, Sir, he might certainly have 
obtain’d had the Partition Treaty taken 
effe&: But, Sir, the ambitious Views 
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fecure it. Nothing could have madé 
our infifting ona Renunciation necefla~ 
ry, or indeed fo much as expedient, 
but repeated Proofs on the Part of J- 
berja, that fhe thought herfelf entitled 
by that Treaty to ftop and to fearch our 
Ships, a Praétice which fhe had not 
then pretended to avow. 

There was no Neceflity therefore of 
requiring her to renounce what fhe had 
never claimed ; but as fhe hasjnow claim- 


of Blefufu, which then chreatened the B ed this Righi for many Years, infifted 


Repoie of Degulia, and his ruling Paf- 
fion to reduce her Power, made Jberia 
aneceflary Ally tohim. For this Rea- 
fon, and by the Caution which Jécria 
took to avoid what might give Offence 
to our Court, there was no exprefs Re- 
gulation made with regard to the mu- 
tual Interefls of the two Crowns in 
point of Commerce, during his Reign. 
Every body knows what happen’d af- 
terwards, and that the Jéerian Idnies 
have fince continued in the Hands of 
the prefent Prince, with whom we 
were at open War for about 13 Moons, 
and therefore during that time there 
was no room for Treaty. 

Gentlemen, Sir, will not, I believe, 
be very forward in juftifying the Peace 


on her Claim with the utmoft degree of 
Infolence, and profecuted it not only 
with the Violence of War, but with 
Cruelties to which even War is a Stran- 
ger, itis now juft and neceflary that 
fhe fhould be obliged to renounce it. 
After the Treaty of the gth of his 
late Majefty the Iberian Depreda- 
tions in Co/umbia may be properly faid 
to have commenced. But what was 
our Method of Negociation, Sir? We 
did not at once deny the Claims of the 
Iberians. We did not tell them, You 
have no Right upon any Account to 
ftop the Ships of this Nation on the 
high Seas. You have no Right to 
fearch them, to feize them, or to con- 
fifcate them. No, Sir, we admitted

lawfuller Capture than the other was, 
becaufe this Ship was :aken in fuch a 
Latitude ; this Ship was laden with 
fuch and fuch Commodities. It was in 
this manner, Sir, that our Rights were 
negotiated away, for the Co fequence 
of our treating in that manner was, 
that a great deal of ‘Time was taken 
up in inguiring into Fagts which ought 
to have been cut off by this one Sen- 
tence on our Part; ‘* We admit of 
every thing you fay to be true, yet 
This, Sir, 
would have put it upon a fhort Iflue ; 
we muit then have fallen upon inquir- 
ing, not into the Intricacies of difputed 
kacts, but into the Truth of a plain 

obvious 
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obvious Maxim, Sir, which if the J- 
berianus had denied, they muft have 
likewife denied our Right to a Freedom 
of Navigation. If they admitted it, 
Sir, they muft have admitted all that 
could fecure it 

But not only Debates and Ne- 
gotiations, Sir, but Treaties them- 
felves have, I am afraid, contributed 
not a little to making the /berians i- 
thagine that they had a Right in fach 
and fuch Circumftances to flop and 
feize our Ships. The Treaty of Seb- 
Jule, Sir, refers to the Deciion of 
Commiffaries all the difputed Czptures 
betwixt us and Jheria. This, Sir, 
was going a Length which we ought 
certainly to have avoided ; becaufe, as 
I obierved before, it placed the Affair 
in Difpute betwixt us upon a falfe Sup- 
pofition. It gave the /berians an Op- 
portunity of difputing and wrangling 
about every Fact, and to protra¢t the 
Negotiations of the Commiflaries till 
their Point which they had in View in 
that Treaty was gained, then they re- 
newed their Depredations, and laugh’d 
at us. 

Sir, I fay nothing upon this Head, 
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But, Sir, to come nearer to the 
Point : I fhould be glad if any Gentle- 
man, who has a good Opinion of that 
Treaty, would tell us what Benefit the 


A Interefts of the Nation could have re-

ceived, even tho’ our Merchants had 
obtain’d full Satisfaétion at the Court 
of Mardit, if the Jéerians ftill main- 
tain their Claim to fearch our Ships, 
A few private Merchants might have 
perhaps been relicved, but the Nation 
in general muft have fuffer’d by ad- 
mitting a Claim, which in effect de- 
ftroys the Freedom of our Navigation, 
The fame Principle, Sir, which induc’d 
us to make the Jberiags Judges of the 
Damages we were to receive, muf

in which I am not warranted by pofi- E 


tive Faéts afierted in the Papers lying 
upon your ‘Table. There, Sir, we 
fee Remonftrances, & Memorials, given 
by your Minifters to the Court of L 
beria, wpou the Subject of Depredati- 
eens, but not a fingle Word in them 
all of. what ought to have been the 
chief, and even the only Subje& of 
them; an abfolute Denial of all Right 
claimed by the Jberians to fearch, ex- 
cept in their Ports and Harbours. E- 
ven the Decifion of our Differences by 
Commiffaries, which Commifiaries 
were to refide at Mardit, and the Re- 
firence of the Claims of our Merchiits 
to their ‘Difcuftion, was at leaft adding 
a gréat Hardfhip to their former Loffes 
and Sufferings, fince it oblig’d them io 
@&wWety, expenfive, troubleiome, and 
fruitlefs Method of Solicitation: A 
Metliod of which the Inconveniences 
Were rightly forefeen, and plainly fore- 
told in the Protefts ofthe other Howe, 


“and which from the Beginning had

ceiv’d none, or but very. Jittle ;. for 
in, all References the Parties are oblig’d 
to fubmit to the Decifion of the Judges. 
It istrue our Commiflaries were joined 
with thofe of /beria, but that we fee 
did not mend the Matter, for they 
could do nothing by themielves, ‘how- 
ever willing, and it was the fame thing 
to the Sufferers as if no Commiflariés 
from us had been thete, nay much 
worfe, becaufe the Nation was at a 
confiderable Expence in maintaining 
them to no Purpofe. 

Thus, Sir, 1 think it appears very 
p'ain, that the Treaty of Scbfule gave 
us no Profpect for ending the Difpuces 
betwixt us and Iberia to our Advan, 
tage, even fuppofing that Iberia had 
punctualiy fulfilled all the Engagements 
we enter'd into by that Treaty} be» 
caufe the principal Point, an alsfolute 
Renunciation on the Part of /beria to 
her. Claim of Search, was neither 
granted nor demanded, But our Ne- 
gotiators, Sir, may fay for:themfeives, 
Where was the Neceflity of infifting 
upon the Renunciation of a Claim 
that never was made? The Jherians 
did not claim any fuch Right, why 
fhou’d they renounce it? I think, Sir, 
I have heard an honoarable Gentle- 
man, over the way, fay, that our ob- 
liging them to jrenounce it by the 
Convention, wou’d have véen, in fome 
meafure, to have admitted it. I hope 
that I have faid enough already to an- 

{wer 
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fwer the former of thefe Objectiong 
and my honourable Friend’s Obferva- 
tion anfwers itfelf But, Sir, I come 
now toa Period wherein that Claim 
was actually, in exprefs Terms, made 
by the iterians, in Terms equally 
exprefs refuted by our Minilter, and yet 
afterwards admitted by that very Mi- 
nifter, though directed, by the Refolu- 
tions of both Houfes of the Senate, not to 
admit it. ‘This Confideration alone, 
Sir, is {ufficient to prove the Expedien- 


cy, nay the Neceifity of the Motion I 8 


am to make. 

In the Letter, Sir, from the Jberian 
Minifter to Urg; Knee, we find that 
Court infifting pofitively upon a Right 
to fearch all Ships which fhould be 


evident by the Papers upon your 
Table, and from many Inftances proved 
at the Bar of your. Houfe, fhew 
that our Minifters, whether from 
Ignorance or Defign I fhali noc fay, have 
oitner than once admitted this Claim. 


A But I believe, what I have already faid 


on this Head will be fufficient to con- 
vince Gentlemen that we never can obtain 
a Peace with Iberia that will fatisfy this 
Nation, without previoufly obtaining an 
abfolure Renunciation of all her Claim to 
fearch our Ships on the open Seas. Such 
a Renunciation muft not admit of being 
debated on by the Minifters of either 
Court, or by any Mediating Power; it 
mult be obtained previoufly to all other 
Negotiations. 

I fay, Sir, it muft be previous to all 
Negotiations about a Peace, becaufe this 
Nation has often had melancholy Proofs 


found to have without Neceflity (of C how much our Neighbours are our Supee 


which Neceflity the Jberians are to 
judge) chang’d their Courfe fo as to 
approach any of the Iberian Settle- 
ments. 

Here the Claim, Sir, is fairly made, 
and our Court in a Copy of a Letter com- 
muunicated tu this Houfe, as intended to 
be fent tothe Urg; Knee, who was to give 
it to the Iberian Miniter as the An{wer 
of his Court to § Marquis De la Kadre’s 
Letter, flatly denies it, and very rightly 
aclis that Court, that it was a Claim un- 
reafonable,even upon the Suppofition that 


the Crown of Iberia was policfled of the E ces, fhould they be revived. The 


Sovercignty of the Columbian Scas ; and 
never x be admitted by his Lidiputi- 
an Majefty. Sir, I don’t know whether 
this Letter ever was deliver’d ro the Court 
‘of Iberia, but this Houfe is to prefume 
that it was, and if it was, by what means 


did it happen that the Convention was 


afterwards concluded, in direct contra. 
didtion to all that is with fo much Reafon 
‘afferted in it. For by the Convention, 
the Claim of the Jéerians Right to fearch 
‘our Ships is in reality admitted, as 
the Decifion of the Legality of the 
Caprures is referred to the Difcuflion 
of Plenipotentiaries. Thus, Sir, we fee 
an evident Inconfiftency in our Negotia- 
tions, which can be accounted for only 
by one of thefe Suppofitions : That in the 
intermediate Time betwixt the delivery 
of the Letter I have laft mentioned and 
the Convention, they found means to per- 


riours in all Affairs of § Cabinet. When 
our Interefts come to be negotiated, they 
are given up; the Minute I hear of a 
Difference that is to be amicably adjufted, 
or a Meafure that is to be deliberated be- 
twixt us and other Powers, I immediately 
conclude that we mutt fuffer by the one, 
and be outwitted in the other. pe forry 
to fay, Sir, that I have not for 20 Moons 
paft, once obferved that I have been de- 
ceived in this Obfervation ; and the Em- 
pire, Sir, has had fo many repeated Prodfs 
of unfuccefsful Negotiations, that I treme 
ble to chink what may be the Confequen- 
War, 
Sir,we are now engaged in cannot be pro- 
fecuted without an immenfe Expence, an 
Expence, Sir, that will require many and 
ont Advantages to repay. The Con- 
uct of this War, as far as we can hitherto 
judge, has not been {uch as to give either 
this Nation, or the reft of Deculia entire 
Satisfaction that we ,are in earneft; nor 
can I forbear to exprefs my Apprehentfi- 
ons, that while our Counfels in time of 
War are directed by the fame Perfons who 
negotiated our Interefts in time of Peace, 
it will be very difficult, if not impoflible, 
to make either the one or the other bes 
7 lieve that we are fo, What muft be the 
Confequence of that, Sir, but to create 
Diflatisfa&ion at Homie, and to make us 
fall into utter Contempt Abroad ? 
Bat there is, Sir, yet a Method by 
which we may retrieve the Glory of the 
Lilliputian Name; by which we may 


fuade our Minifter of the Reafonablenc{s of H make his Majefty the Sovereign of a great 


their Claim; or that our Minifter, to faci- 
litate the Conclufion of the Convention, 
voluntarily withdrew the Objeétions to it. 

I could, Sir, from many Fas, made

It 
will, Sir, have another Eff:@, which is, 
thatthe reft of Degulia will be convinc’d 
that our Meafures are now alter’d; fuch

Motion can be defeated, and thar is, by a 
weak pufidanimous Management of the 
War.

and I will venture to fay, there never 
was a Bill more wifhed for by the People 
of England in general, than this; they 
well know how far Corruption has and 
may hurt this Nation, nor are they igno~ 
rant how much larger Number of Place- 
men there is in this }foufe of Commons, 
than éver was in any former, nor what it 
coft the Nation to fupporte them, and that 
it is {till increafing, Not but that I am 
perfuaded,they are as throughly convince- 
ed as J, and every Gentleman that hears 
me, that Places have no Influence in this 
Hoxfe of Commons. 

The Nature of this Bill is fo ‘well un- 
derftood, and has been fo well explained, 
by the Gentleman that moved for Leave 
to bring it in, that I necd fay very little 
upon that Point; it being no Ways in- 
tended, if ic comes into the Committee,

but that People of Merit may have Seats G 


in this Houfe, and erijoy the Offices 
of State, Tveafury, Admiraity, Board of 
Trade, and what other Places the Com- 
mittee may judge neceflary to have the 
Bianks in:the Bill filled up with. 

I will now take Notice of the twochief 
Obje&tions made by the hon. Gentleman 
againit. this Bill. As to che firft, where 
he fays, that preventing the Places being 
difpofed of amongft the Members of the 
Houfe of Commons, would be throwing 
them into the Houfe of Lords, and there. 
by make that Houfe too powerful; it can

he can fir; —f Anfwer firit, that there is 
nothing new in the Legiflature deciding 
by Law, who is proper or not proper to 
fit in the Houfe of Commons; for Jet a 
Man be wertha Miliion of Money, nnlefs 
he has 3007. a Year in Land, or ifluing 
ont of Lands, he is debarred a Seat in 
this Hcoufe; which, conlidering the great H 
Property and Merit he might be Matter 
of, may be thought a Hardthip. 

The fame Hardthiys may be complaine 
ed of by the Commiflioners cf the Cue 
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ftoms and Excife, as well as feveral other 
Officers who hold Places, and by Law are 
debarred a Seat in this ddoufe ; and as the 
Fear of Influence wasithe:Occafion of thofe 
Exceptions, why may it not beas reae 
fonable now for the Parliament, for the 
fame Caufe, to pafs a Bill to prevent a 
Huufe of Commons = filled with @ 
much larger Number of Placemen, than 
were ever heard of in former Times?

I tha!] beg Leave, ina very few Words, 
to give one farther Reafon why this Bill 
is even more neceflary at prefent, than in 
former Times, and that is, becaufe Par- 
liaments are chofen for 7 Years; and, 1 
think, I may draw my Argument from 
an Obfervation I have made on a Polic 
ufed in the military Governments abroad, 
which may cqually ferve for the prefent 
Queftion. 

There, whenever a Prince garifons a

I fhail add but one Reafon more, wh

are above being corrupted, fo no wonder 
they fhouid with to {ce a Bill pafs, that

ten to multiply them, and expofes them

langing to him but his Power. 

A Prince fometimes carries an affected 
and ftately Out-fide, to cover a poor and 
miferable Mind within: This talfe Ap- 
paratus may férve to deccive himfelf, but 
ceceives nobady elfe,, Whoever is worthy 
to rule fnould always bear in Mind that 
Maxim of Alexander Severus, one of the 
grearelt of the Roman Empcrors, Imperi- 
um in Virtute off. Virtue and Merit give 

ignity to Sovereigns, Princes are often 
ton full of their Grandeur, they never lay 
afide the Air of Commignd, they never 
defcend from the Throne, T efe haughty 
Manners fhut up the Heart,’ and confine 
the Thoughts. Where there is no Li- 
berty, there can be no Confidence ; and 
when a wile and difinterefted Man is kept 
in Awe, he may be apt to think that he 
is Inoked spon as a Lacquey, not as a 
Friend. Princes are fometimes better 
pleas’d with a Man that they can treat as 
ill as they pieafe, than ® a pencrous fen- 
fible Man who cannet bear il] Ufage: 
They are offended at the Delicacy of the 
Jaft, which they miftake for Pride. To 
cringe and confent to every Thing they 
like, they conftruc to be Obedience : They 
tre offended at a contrary Di{pofirion, not 
knowine that ie proceeds from Virtue. 
Can thofe have Friends who do noe love 
others, or &o they deferve to have any ? 
It ig more for Want ef Friendhhip, thar 
Princes cannot have Friends, than becaufe 


have no Views but to their own priyste 

Intereft, they deferve to be ferv’d by 

none but thofe that imitate them. 
Prince’ 
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Princes rarely come at Truth, becaufe 
they do not feek it with Care. Thofe 
abeut them confpire to hide it from them, 
becaufe their Intereft lies in their Mif- 
takes, and they are combined with chofe 
who find their Profic in blinding their 
Eyes, or that they are afraid of crufting 
a Secret to his Prudence, upon which 
they cannot rely; thefe laft Confiderati- 
_ ons reftrain the Tongues of Men of Senfe. 
Thus Princes ey ear any Thing pro- 
fitable right, or falurary; All the Ideas 
which are prefented to them are falfe, 
Good and Evil change their Names in 
their Prefence, the moft feducing Dif- 
courfes are fortified with the moft fedu 
cing Examples, all the Avenues leading to 
Truth are fhut t up, the Prince contributes 
to deceiving himfelf, and others gre oblig- 
ed to leave him in his Error. 

How fhould a Prince,who confults none 
but his Minifters and Courtiers, avoid 
thofe Snares laid for him by a Kind of 
Confpiracy of thofe in the firft Employ- 
ments, who are obliged to keep Terms 
with one another, in order to conceal 
from him what he ought co know. In 
Spight of their private Jcaloufies, their 
fecret Hatreds, and little Intereft, they 
will unite to engrofs Affairs, and confine 
all Favours to themfelves; {4 that they 
keep him a Kind of Prifoner within that 
“nga Circle where they have encloied 
‘him. 


That Princes may not be deceiv’d in E 


the Choice of Friends, the Author gives 
the Charaéter of one, viz. He will not 
ask, or make Pretenfions for him{eK, his 
Family, nay, not for his Friends. Favour 
will not change him, the Confidence 
which the Prince places in him will leave 


him juft the fame Man it found him, nor F 


will he endeavour to preferve that Favour 
by any other Methods than that by which 
he merited it at firft.

Port-Royal, March 7, 1749. 
DEAR S}R, 


Aving formerly given you an Ac- 
count at large of our Proceedings 

at Porto Bello, I flatter myfelf that it 
will not be difagreeable to you to be ac- 
uainted with what has pailed of Moment 
ince the Date of my lait, either rezard- 
ing the Publick or myfelf—1 chink I 
wrote to all my Friends, Lam fure L did 
0 you, in our Paflage from Porty Bello to 
Jamaicz, by the Captain who brought 
over the News tu the Government. Ia 
tvo or three Days afrer the Date of my 
Aetecrs we met with {uch biow:nz Wea-

Days tg put to. Sea in queit.of them, »wiih 
all neceifary Steret, and to,,look into 
Carthagena, Grand and Little Browphs, 
Ifle of Forta, Bafimextos, EF. all img 
the Caafts down 10 Porto Bello, leit tome 
of them might have fallen, thost.or, amily 
carry’d in their Defign of smakigg that 
Harbour. Wor thie Pyunpole we {et oyr a 
fecond simz (but wijhone the Admiral) 
for the Spanij, Main, when oo unr 
fortunately, onthe 15ch,0f fammary, we 
ran upon the Coral Reck,, rwo Leagues to 
the Leewgad uf Great Poizt Canoe; and. in 
Sight of Carthacena.,. We were tlandi 
ih for a Spaniyjh Prize. lying. at..Anchor, 
and were then, withit’ Gun, Suot of sheg 
when this unlucky Accideps happend to 
us 5 Which was chtirely,owiag tathe 
norance.of the Pilot, who. was agk'd {6 
veral times by our brave Captaig, whe- 
thee there was any Rock, Rick, of Sand 
to take.us up. if chere was the leat Ha- 
zard that he wowd, man; ail che Boats, 
and. doubted nor to, take the Ship with 
them... Theignorant Villain declar'd pa- 
fitively that there was nothing,co difturb 
us, and thac we might {atl up ta, hee 
Broad-fide, buc had. {carce {poke the 
Words when we found our Ship a- ground, 
in 15 Foot Water a Midfhips, fhe drawing 
nu lefs than 19 Foot It is favpoffible 
for me to detcribe the Confifiun, Sure 
prize sad Terror, that appear’d in evéry 
Countenance, every Soul (55> Mgh) were 
on the Quarter Deck in a Moment, whilft 
the poor Veile! tore along. all. the Shea- 
thing and falfe Keei flying about in a 
Mrautes and every Kno.k the. receiv’d 
throwing us off our Keer flat. upon. the 
Deck. Our Captain behav'd more like 
au Aggel chap one bora with hnman Im- 
perfeions 
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perfeGtions through the whole Scene. 
You could view no Difmay, no Appre- 
henfions in his Face, but all was calm, 
all ferene and quite undifturb’d. He or- 
det’d the Helm in a Moment hard a Wea- 
ther, and commanded Silence and Atten- 
tion to his Dire@tions ; and if by an un- 
lucky Miftake they had nor been mif- 
underftood, we fhould have tumbled off 
in half a Minute. Whilt the Captain 
was forward one of the Midhip-Mecn 
came aft and ordered the Helm to be 
thifted hard a Lee, as if by the Captain’s 
Dire@tion, fo that we fell farther upon 
the Rock juft as the was going off; which 
the Captain perceiving came running aft, 
asking how the Helm was, and finding 
it thitted, fear’d we were utterly undone : 
And moft unavoidably we mutt have 
fuffer’d, had it noc pleafed God that the 
Wind fthould fhife off Land, when the 
—— ordering the Sails to be back’d 
off of all, we roll'd off in about 15 Mi- 
nutes. This great Deliverance, among 
many others, I fhall ever be particularly 
thankful to Almighty God for. 

We thought no more of our Prize, but 
immediately enquit’d how we ftood af- 
fected as to Leakage, which we found to 
be no lef than two Foot an Hour. It 
was refolved however to proceed on our 
Voyage, which we did for ten Days, in 
hopes by the Oakums {welling the Leak 
might grow lefs ; bue to our great Sur- 
prife, after very hard Weather near Porto 
Bello, and not being able to reach it, it 
increafed to double the Quantity. We 
then concluded it quite unfafe to ftay a 
Moment longer, and ftretch’d over di- 
reétily for che Harbour, where with the 
utmoft Difficulry, we agrived fafe on che 
6th of February, and found all the Crip- 
ples got in but the Triwmpb, then given 
over for lott. Two Days ago hee Crew 
arriv’d all fafe, afier naving been ten 
Days in their Boats about the Gulph of 
Darith, and taken up on the Point of 
ftarving, by a French Veffel, which turn'd 
them over to a Dutchman, who put them 
on board a Sloop belonging to this Har- 
bour. The Triumph founder’d near Sam- 
bala Keys, but the Lieutenant who com. 
manded her, a worthy Gentleman of my 
Acquaintance, and her Company of S> 
the beft Men colleéted from every Ship 
jn the Squadron, being all fav’d, will be 
very agreeable News to the Admiral 
when he hears it, who was under the 
greareft Uncafinefs abuut them. 

The Admiral finding himfelf difap- 
pointed of going out in our Ship (as he 
intended immediately upon our Arrival) 
by reafon of the Misfortune we met with, 
he hoifted his Flag cn board the Strafford

fo foon as the other Ships could be gof 
ready, and with 1 Sail, of which two 
were Bombs, two Fire- Ships, and three 
Tenders, he fail’d, as is believ’d, for 
Boko Cheko, a ftrong Fort at the Mouth of 
the Harbour of Carthagena, where Ad- 
miral Don Bila/s lies with four Men of 
War to guard the Galleons. We cannot 
fuppofe an Attempt will be made to take 
the Town, or any other Forts of Cartha- 


gena, with fo {mall a Force; but as Don 


Blafs has fent the Admiral a moft imper- 
tinent Letter fince our taking Porto Bello, 
in which he tells him, he hopes to have 
the Pleafyre of meeting him before;he 
leaves thefe Seas; and as I heard the 
Admiral fay, that in order to fave Exe 
pence in fending a Meflenger with an 
Anfwer, he would carry it very foon 
himfelf in Perfon, I make not the leaft 
Doubt but he is gone thither, and will 
do all in his Power towards burning, 
taking. or finking his Fleet. 

In heaving down our Ship now in the 
Wharf, we find her folid Keel knock’d 
off even with the Planks, for 22 Foot 2 
Midfhips, and jo Foot a Head ; fo that 
one Knock more (which the providential- 
ly efcaved) muft inevitably have funk her, 

Here be takes occafton to make grateful 
fention of fome remarkable Favours 
received from the Admiral, then goes on] 
We have had the moft furprifing Succeis 
imaginable againft the Pyrates, our Pri- 
vatecrs coming in almoft every Week 
with two or threetowing at their Sterns, 
and common Fellows fharing s20/. a 
Man ; a {mall one brought in Goods the 
other Day to the Value of 10,0007. ano- 
ther 40,000 /. and a third took feven one 
after anosher, to the Value of 8,000 /, 
Sterling. We hope the Admiral will call 
at St. fago de Cuba as he returns, and 
demolifh the Forts there, being a Neft 
of Spani{h Privateers, who have only as 
yet taken ope poor Sloop belonging to 
this Ifland. I have inclos’d you two 
Lines as formerly, which relate to our 
rivate Affairs, for the fame Reafon as 
inted in my laft, and am, with the 
greateft Refpe& and Affeftion, Dear Sir,

Blake, who had then but 20 Ships, upon 
the Approach of the Dutch Admiral fa-

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To which the Dutchman anfwered witha 
‘Broadfide ; and Blake, perceiving that he 
intended to difpute the Point of Honour, 
advanced with his own Ship before the 
eft of his Fleet, thar, if it were poffible, 
a general Battle might be prevented. 
But the Dutch, inftea 
to treat, fired upon him from their whole 
Fleet, without any regard to the Cuftoms 
of War, or thé Law of Nations. Blake 
for fome time ftood alone againft their 
whole Force, till the reft of his Squadron 
coming up, the Fight was continued from 
between 4 and 5 in the Afternoon till 9 at 
Night, when the Dutch retired with the 
lofs of 2 Ships, having not deftroyed a 
fingle Veffel, nor more than 15 Men,

He then ordered his Officers to fend out 
rheir Long Boats well man’d to {eize 9 of 
the Piratical Ships. lying in the Road, 
himfelf continuing to fire upon the Caftle. 
This was fo bravely executed, that with 
the Lofs of only 25 Men killed, and 48 
wounded, all the Ships were fired in the 
ht of Janis. Thence failing to Tripoli 
concluded a Peace with that Nation, 
then returning to Zunis he found nothing 
but Submiffion: And fuch indeed was 
his Reputation, that he met with no far- 
ther Oppofition, but. colleéted a kind of 
Tribute trom the Princesof thofe Coun- 
tries, his Bufinefs being to demand Re- 
paration for ali the Injuries offered to the 
Lnglifh during the Civil] Wars. He ex- 
acted-from the Duke of Zifcany 60,000!. 
and, as it is faid, fent home 16 Ships 
Jaden with the Effeéts which he had re- 
ecived from fevera] States. 
The Refpect with which he obliged all 
Foreigners to treat his Countrymen ap- 
ts trom a Story related by Bp Burnet. 
When he lay before Malaga, in a time of 
Peace, with Seain, fome of his Sailors 
yen afhore, and meeting a Proceffion 
the. Holt, not only refafed.to pay any 
Refpeé to it, but laughed at thofe that 
did. The People, being put by one of 
ehe Priefts upon refenting this Indignity, 
fell upon them, and beat them feverely. 
When they returned.to their Ship, they 
“complained of their ill Treatment ; upon 
Which Blake fent to demand the Prieft 
who had procured it. The Viceroy an- 
fwered that, having no Authority over 
the Priefts, he could nct fend him;- to 
which Blake replied, that he did not en- 
quire into the Extent of the Viceroy’s Aa 


inft Spain, difpatched Blake with 
2¢ Men of War to infeft their Coatts, 
and intercept their Shipping. In purfu- 
ance of thefe Orders he cruifed all Winter 
about the Streights, and then lay at the 
Mouth of the Harbour of Cales, where he 
received Intelligence that the Spanifb 


D Plate-Fleet lay at Anchor in the Bay of 


Santa Cruz in the Ifle of Teneriff2. On 
the 13th of April, 1657, he departed 
from Cales, and on the 2oth arrived at 
Santa Cruz, where he found 16 Spanifb 
Veliels. The Bay was defended on the 
northfide by a Caftle well mounted with 
E Cannon, and in other Parts with 7 Forts 
with Cannon proportioned to the Bignefs, 
all united by a Line of Communication 
manned with Mufqueteers. The Spanish 
Admiral drew up his {mall Ships under 
the Cannon of the Caftle, and ttationed 
6 great Galleons with their Broad-fides to 
the Sea: An advantageous and prudent 
F Difpofition, but of little Effet againft the 
Englifh Commander; who determining 
to attack them, ordered Stayner to enter 
the Bay with his Squadgon, then pofting 
fome of his om Ships to play upon the 
Fortifications, himfelf attacked the Gal- 
leons, which after a gallanc. Refiftance 
G were at length abandoned by the Spa- 
niards, tho’ the leaft of them was bigger 
than the biggeft of Blake’s Ships. The 
Forts and {mailer Veffels being now 
fhattered and forfaken, the whole Fleet 
was fer on fire, the Galleons by Blake, 
and the fimalleft Veflels by Stayner, the 
1 Englifh Veflels being too much fhattered 
i» the Bight to bring them away. Thus 
was the whole Pilate Fleet deftroyed, and 
the Spaniards, according to Rapin’s Re- 
mark, /ufained @ great Lofi of Shipp 
Minty,

Money, Men, and Merchandife, while the 
Englith gained nothing but Glory. As if 
he ‘that increafes the military Reputation 
of a People did not«ifiereafe their Power, 
and he chat weakens ‘his Enemy in effec 
ftrengthen himfelf. 

The-whole Aftion, fays Clarendon, was 
fo incredible, that all Men, who knew the 
Place, wondered that any fober Man, with 
what Courage foever endued, would ever 
have undertaken iz, and they could hardly 
perfuade themfelwes to believe what thev 
had done: While the Spaniards comforted 
themfelves with the mere f that they were 
Devils and not Men who had deffroyed

: them in fuch a Manner. So much a firong 


Refolution of bold andcourageous Men can. 
bring to pals, thatno ee or Ad- 
vantage of Ground can difappoint them ; 
andit can hardly be imagined how {mall 
a@Lifethe Englith fifained in this un- C 
paralle?'d Aétion, not one Ship being left 
behind; and the Killed and Wounded not 
exceeding 200 Men ; when the Slaughter on 
board the Spanith Ships and on Shore was 
incredible. The General cruifed for fume 
time afterwards with his victorious 
Fleet at the Mouth of Czles to intercept p 
the Spanifh Shipping, but finding his Con- 
ftitution broken by ‘the Fatigue of the 
laft 3Years, determined to return home, 
and dyed before he came to Land. 

His Body was embalmed, and havin 
lain fome time in, State .at Greenwich 
Houfe, was buried in Henry VII's Chapel, 
with at] the funeral.Solemnity due to the 
Remains of a Man fo famed for his 
Bravery, and fo fpotlefs in his Integrity ; 
nor is it without Regret that I am oblig- 
ed to relate rhe Treatment his Body met 
a Year after the Refforation, when it was 
taken up by ‘exprefs Command, and 
buried in a Pit in St. Margaret’s Church. F 
yard. Had he been guilty of the Murder 
of Charles I. to infult his Body had been 
a meaw Revenges.but as he was innocent, 
it was, at lealt, Inhumanity, and, per- 
haps, Ingratitude. Let no Man, fays the 
oxiental Proverb, pull @ dead Lyon by the 
Beard.
